Matthew Modine and Melanie 
Griffith play, a pair of young pro- 
fessionals who have been dating 
‘for a long time and decide to 
moye in together for economic 
and emotional reasons, although 
marriage is not on the horizon. 

They take on a six-figure 
mortgage to purchase an old 
Victorian two-story home on the 
corner of a residential neighbor- 
hood in San Francisco. They 
plan to live on the second floor 
and rent out the rooms on the 


first floor; which they will make © 


into two “apartments when they 
rehab the structure. 

Modine is careful about 
screening potential tenants. 
Although there is a tremendous 
financial pressure to get both 
apartments rented, he insists on 
background and credit checks 

The first and larger apartment 
is taken quickly by a pleasant 
Japanese couple. The smaller, 
Studio unit is more difficult to 
rent out until a well-dressed man 





named Carter Hayes, played by 
Michaél Keaton,. pulls. up in his 
Porsche and immediately com- 
mits himself to the unit.
